THE COMPASSIONATE HEART 


The Order and Cross of the Compas- 
sionate Heart is an imperial Russian 
decoration, awarded to certain meritor- 
ious Russian and allied soldiers who made 
Sicrifices in the Great War, with the 
righ+ of bequeathing it to their heirs next 
im litte: 

General “Alexander J. Elshin, Rz I, Ay, 
is the Grand Master of the Order, with 
his headquarters at 1512 Thirty-first Ave- 
nue South, Seattle, Washington. He has 
asked us to remind those interested that 
a miniature lapel button is now available 
to all holders of the “Cross.” 

Probably no group of veterans of the 
World War find themselves in a more 
unfortunate situation than the former 
soldiers of the Russian Imperial Army. 
The present Soviet government does not 
feel incumbent upon itself to take proper 
care of the men who fought for Russia 
during the World War.
